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DETAILED ACTION 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

In the drawings, figures 6-8 are of a freehand nature and objectionable. The 
drawings should be resubmitted in a manner as done in figures 1 and 2. 

INFORMATION ON HOW TO EFFECT DRAWING CHANGES 



Replacement Drawing Sheets 

Drawing changes must be made by presenting replacement sheets which incorporate 
the desired changes and which comply with 37 CFR 1 .84. An explanation of the 
changes made must be presented either in the drawing amendments section, or 
remarks, section of the amendment paper. Each drawing sheet submitted after the 
filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement 
Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). A replacement sheet must include 
all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one 
figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of the amended drawing(s) must 
not be labeled as "amended." If the changes to the drawing figure(s) are not accepted 
by the examiner, applicant will be notified of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. No further drawing submission will be required, unless applicant is 
notified. 

Identifying indicia, if provided, should include the title of the invention, inventor's name, 
and application number, or docket number (if any) if an application number has not 
been assigned to the application. If this information is provided, it must be placed on the 
front of each sheet and within the top margin. 

Annotated Drawing Sheets 

A marked-up copy of any amended drawing figure, including annotations indicating the 
changes made, may be submitted or required by the examiner. The annotated drawing 
sheet(s) must be clearly labeled as "Annotated Sheet" and must be presented in the 
amendment or remarks section that explains the change(s) to the drawings.

Specification 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the language such as 
"Described is a" is improper. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

The language "micro electromagnetic pulses" should be inserted in the abstract. 

A mark-up copy as well as a clean copy of the abstract on a separate page is 
required. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
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The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Claims 1 , 8, and 20 recite a system for transmitting data in a power distribution 
network and includes a micro electromagnetic pulse generator that generates 
electromagnetic pulses in accordance with the data to be transmitted and wherein the 
electromagnetic pulses are used to modulate the electric field component according to 
the data. 

Claim 16 recites a method for transmitting data in a power transmission network 
and includes applying an electromagnetic pulse to induce a polarization leap in a 
magnetic field surrounding the power transmission line, and detecting a change in an 
electric field surrounding the power transmission line caused by the polarization leap. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex 
parte Quayle, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213.
